Club At! Early Morning Raid Made on Haitlepool, dearborews'i and 


Whitby By 5 Seven important German Cruisers---Towns 


-Badly Shattered---Few Civilians and Soldiers Killed 


sand Wounded---Warships renee Slightly Damaged 


For the first time in centuries Eng- 
land has been struck by a foreign foe. 
A squadron of swift German cruisers 
swept through the fog last ‘ue sday 
to the eastern coast and turned their 
guns against the Britons. 

Whei the day broke they began the 
bombardment of three important 
towns—Hartlepool, at the mouth of 
the Tees; Whitby, thorty-five miles 
southward, and Scarborough, noted as 
a pleasure sg fifteen miles be- 
yond, 

Hartlepool suffered most. There 
two battle cruisers and-an armored 
cruiser .weré engaged, and at this 
town the greatest loss of life occur- 
ted. The ritish war office gives the 
number of dead at Hartlepool.as seve- 
en soldiers arid twenty-two civilians 
and the wounded at fouorteen soldi- 
ers and forty civilians. 


At Scarborough, where a_ battle 


cruiser shelled the town, thirteen casu- 


alties are reportede,. while jat Whitby 


two wtre killed and two Wounded. 
Men, women and childern ot the 


civilian population were left dead ‘or 
wounded — struck without warning 
while at breakfast or work, 


Three churches were damaged, the’ :

at Whitly was struck. The Balmoral 
hotel at Scitborough received the full 
Leffects‘of a shell, and a number of 
holses and shops were shattered and 
partly burned in ech of the towns.

' Dear Sir-—I would like through 


the mediam of your paper to draw tne 
attention of your readers and all gas 
consumers to the fact of the danger 
there is in our midst of gas explo- 
sions” Within the past few days we 
have learned of éxplosions at Caigary, 
Edmonton and cther places, and the 
same have resulted in the loss of life 
as well as the-destruction of property, 
Now, up to the present, we in Red-> 
cliff have been more than forpunhte. 
But we cannot expect this luck to re- 
main with us always, and as a matter 
of fact within the past week we have 
beeen very near te two bad explosions, 
one of which would have certainly 
wrecked the largest building in town 
had it not been discovered in time. 
Now as a precatitionary measure I 
would recommend, that all consumers 
follow ‘there rules: 

Don’t emPloy any but practical gas 
fitters to do your work. = 

Don’t pay for any gas fitting done 
until presented with a certificate of 
inspection. 

Don’t attempt to do your own gas- 


fitting, 


Don’t lodk for escapes with a nak- 2 
jed light, 


But always on smelling gas— 

‘Throw’ open all windows and doors. 
Shut off at meter. 

Report to gas office.

The lists 
were compiled and revised by the 
town officials as required by 
law. A.court of revision was 
held, due notice of which | was 
given both by paid notices by 
the council and through the ed- 
itorial and local columns of. this 
paper.
